The Botsheviki commissioners are de- 
clared to have declined to accept the 
negative reply of the Ukranian Rada 
to the Bolsheviki demand that the 
TJkranians cease aiding the Kaledines 
forces and give the Rada an oppor- 
tunity to reconsider its action.

Clothing, shoes and food supplies for 
the American army were investigated 
today by the senate military commit- 
tee during its general military inquiry 
into the war1 preparations 
of 
the 


quartermaster general's department. 
It was developed that millions of dol- 
lars were spent just before the United 
States entered the war to provide for 
the great army since raised. 


Major General Sharpe, former quar- 


termaster general, now a, member of 
the war council and soon to .turn his 
office over to Major General Goethals, 
was before the committee all day and 
for most of that time ans'wered ques- 
tions behind- closed doors.

Says Because of Change in Ad- 


ministration of Ship Board He

Washington,. D. C., Dec. 21.—Re- 


sponsibility for the success or failure 
of the government's ship building pro- 
gram was shouldered today by Chair- 
man Hurley of the shipping board 
testifying at the senate commerce 
committee investigation of delays in 
ship construction. Called as the first 
witness In the Inquiry, Mr. Hurley ad. 
mitted that there have been delays 
but declared that the recent reorgan- 
ization of the board's emergency fleet 
corporation for tho first time gives the 
chairman of the board proper author, 
ity and fixes responsibility where it 
belongs. The full organization of the 
board and the cooperation he said has 
been done away with and tho present 
general manger of the corporation 
answers directly to the chairman. 


"The present organization" Mr. Hur- 


ley said, "is the only way that ships 
can be built. Wo do not need addi- 
tional legislation. If the head of the 
instiution does not build ships it is 
because of his inefficiency and not be- 
cause of faults of the organization."

DOCTOR SAYS THERE IS 


NO DRUGADDICT CURE 


Other Physicians At State Hear- 


ing Differ, One Saying Pro- 


fession Should Find Cure 


New York, Dec. 21. — Doctors dis- 


agreed as witnesses today at the hear- 
ing of the joint legislative committee 
investigating drug addictions when 
they gave their opinions in regard to 
the treatment of addicts and the sale 
of narcotics. 


Dr. Christian F. J. Laase of New 


York, secretary of the American Med- 
ical society for the study of alcohol 
and other narcotics, declared that the 
treatment of drug addicts was a po- 
lice function and that the members 
of his society had ceased 
to treat 


them. 


"As to the so-called cures," he said, 


"I do not know of any system that is 
an absolute cure." 


Dr. John A. Cutter, another mem- 


ber of the society, declared that if 
the medical profession did not wake 
up to the seriousness of the drug evil 
"the nation will condemn us all." Ho 
added that doctors fear the police and 
the law, but that the physicians "were 
as much to blame as anyone for neg- 
lecting the addicts. 


"There will be 60,000 addicts who 


will return from the war," Dr. Cutter 
declared, "and I hope to God we doc- 
tors may be of some help." 


Dr. John P. Davin opposed his col- 


league's view as to possible soldier 
addicts. 


"I don't think this has ever occur- 


red in any other war," he asserted, 
"and it would be a crime to take nar- 
cotics away from the soldiers."

"Washington, D. C., Dec. 20. — Per- 


mission for the shipment oC about 40,- 
000 tons OC corn and oats to Finland 
by way o£ Sweden has been granted 
by the food administration and war 
trade board upon evidence that thous- 
ands of the Finnish people are starv- 
ing. 


An agent oC the war trade board 


will be sent into Finland from Sweden 
to make certain that Germany will 
not benefit by the American shipment. 


Dr. Kaarle Ignatius, special com- 


missioner of Finland, already has ar- 
ranged for transportation, which will 
require about ten ships. He will get 
the oats and corn as rapidly as the 
cargoes can be loaded. In negotiat- 
ing for the export permit, Dr. Igna- 
tius told the American officials that 
his people were in a pitiable plight. A 
July frost killed their crops last sum- 
mer and the situation in Russia has 
made it impossible for them to im- 
port food from that country, on which 
they ordinarily depended for half their 
supply. 
Twelve million dollars was 


paid for food in Russia which never 
was delivered, because starving Rus- 
sians took it from the trains. 


In addition to their famine. Dr. Ig- 


natius declared 
that by supporting 


Russia in the war his people had been 
stripped of raw materials for manu- 
facture, their industries had been dis- 
organized to turn out munitions, and 
their finances impoverished by

Fig. 4 shows how to cut tho card- 


board strips which partition, off the 
compartments. You will notice that 
the upper edgs of the long strips (A) 
are notched from the top edge down 
to the center, and that the short strips 


which cross them (B) aro notched 
from the bottom edge to the center. 
The positions for these notches must 
be located carefully so as to come at 
the exact Intersections of the par- 
titions, end they must be cut of the 
right width for the crossing partitions 
to slip into. By examining the Illus- 
trations you will understand how the 
partitions Interlock. Fasten the strips 
•with pins pushed through tho sides of 
the box Into their ends (Fig. 3). 


The back edge of the cover rim 


must be separated from the rest of 
the rim at the corners (Fig. 6), and 
be glued to the back of the box, for 
a binge. Then a strip of linen must 


be glued to the outside of this rim 
strip, and bo lapped over the cover, to 
re enforce the hinge. 


By covering tho outside of the box 


with cretonne you will greatly Improve 
Its appearance. Glue the cretonne to 
the cardboard.

High Speed Airplanes Have Drawback 


That Engineer* Are Now 


Trying to Overcome. 


At the present writing there is no 


evidence of any plune that has ex- 
ceeded 130 miles In steady flight, and 
these are oniy the lightest and roost 
dangerous types, with landing speeds 
of from 75 to 90 miles an hour. Few, 
if any, have been equipped with en- 
gines exceeding ICO horsepower. 


There Is no Inherent reason why this 


horsepower cannot be approximately 
doubled, Carl Snyder writes In Col- 
lier's. 
This would be sufficient to 


drive n strongly constructed reliable 
trlplane, carrying perhaps two passen- 
gers, at from 20 to 80 miles an hour 
tuMier inun any airplane has yet flown. 
Such a machine Is actually under con- 
struction In this country; and as the 
Germans have been steadily a little 
ahead of the allies, so far as their ma- 
chines are concerned, there Is little 
reason to doubt that similar experi- 
ments nre under way In Germany. 


If some retarding device can be 


found which will lower tho landing 
speed to n reasonably safe point, these 
machines will outclass anything that 
has so far been built. 


As far as the design of these engines 


Is concerned, they differ In no Import- 
ant particular, except their weight 
from the finer type of motor car mo- 
tors. A fine aero engine Is simply an 
astonishingly clever piece of mechan- 
ical construction. 
It Is very nearly 


hand-made from end to end.

torlc paving stones la Edinburgh upon 
which the visitors make a point o£ 
standing.

Consequently be- 
cause these wars had been successful, 
fee irisdom of Von Clausewltz' meth- 
jods eeemed to the Prussian army to be 
tolly proved,

NOT-, the essence of Ton Clausewtta* 


teachings was that successful war In- 
frolTes the ruthless application of force.' 
In the opening chapter of his master 
jirork, "Tom Krlege" ("On War"), he 


* "Violence arms Itself with the Inven- 
Ions of art and science. . . . Self- 
mposed restrictions, almost Impercep- 
Ible and hardly worth mentioning, 
termed usages of International law, 
iccompany It without essentially Im- 
pairing Its power. . . . Now, philan- 
thropic eouls might easily Imagine that 
ithere Is a skillful method of disarm- 
ing or subduing an enemy without 
winslng too much bloodshed, and liat 
this Is the true tendency of the art of 
*ar. However plausible this may ap- 
pear, still it Is an error which must be 
Destroyed; for 
In such dangeront 


things as wir, the errors which pro- 
ceed from a spirit of 'good-natured- 
less' are precisely the worst. As the

Jhese Bre particularly useful In shat- 
tering its energy and subduing Its will." 
^Individual persons may be harshly 
lealt with when an example Is made 
rf them, intended to servo as a warn- 
lnS. . , . Whenever a national war 
breaks out, terrorism becomes ft nec- 
essary military principle." "It Is a 
jratnltous illusion to suppose that 
jraodern war does not demand far more 
pnitallty, far more violence, nnd an 
pctlon far more general than was for- 
raerly the case." 
1 In 1881 Von Moltke, who had been 
iwnmander In chief of the Prussian 
pnny in the Franco-Prussian war, de- 
Wared: 


"Perpetual peace Is a dream and not

Many other examples might be cited 


from the writings of German generals. 
The very best illustration of this atti- 
tude, however. Is to be found In the 
emperor's various speeches, and espe- 
cially in his speech to his soldiers on 
the eve of their departure for China In 
1900. On July 27 the kaiser went to 
Bremerhaven to bid farewell to the 
German troops. As they were drawn 
up, ready to embark for China, he ad- 
dressed to them a last official message 
from the fatherland. The local news-

It appeared this advice and admonition 
from the emperor, the commander In 
chief of the army, the head of all Ger- 
many: 


Soldiers Told to Be Merciless. 


. _"As soon, as yon. come to blows with 


the enemy he will be beaten. No mercy 
will be ehown! No prisoners will b« 
taken! As the Huns, under King At- 
tila, made a name for themselves, 
which is etlll mighty In traditions and 
legends today, may the name of Ger- 
man be so fixed In China by your deeds, 
that no Chinese shall ever again dare 
even to look at a German askance. .. . 
Open the way for Kultur once for all." 
Even the imperial councilors seem to 


have been shocked at the emperor's 
speech, and efforts were promptly 
made to suppress the circulation of his 
exact words. The efforts were only 
partly successful. 
A few weeks later, 


when the letters from the German eol- 
dlers In China were being published, 
in local German papers, the leading 
socialist newspaper, Torwaerts, ex- 
cerpted from them reports of atroci- 
ties under the title "Letters of the 
Huns." Many of the leaders in the 
relchstag felt very keenly the brutality 
of the emperor's speech. The obnox- 
ious word "Huns" had excited almost 
universal condemnation. 
When the 


relchstag met In November, the speech 
was openly discussed. Herr Eleber of 


,the center (Catholic party), after quot- 
'lag the "no mercy" portion of the 
speech, added, "There are, alas, in Ger- 
many groups enough who have,regard- 
ed the atrocities told in the letters 
•which have been published as the duti- 
ful response of soldiers so addressed 
and encouraged." The leader of the 
social democrats, Herr Bebel, spoke 
even more pointedly. Toward the end 
'of » two-hour address on the atrocities 
committed by the German soldiers In 
China and on tho speech of the em- 
peror, he said: 


"If Germany wishes to be the bearer 


of civilization to the world, we will 
follow without contradiction. But the 
ways and means In which this world 
policy has been carried on thus far, In 
which It has been defined by the em- 
peror . . . are not In our opinion, 
the way to preserve the world position 
of Germany, to gain lor Uennany the 
respect of the world." 
The consequences of the emperor's 


speech Bebel aptly described: 


"By it the signal was given, garbed 


In the highest authority of the German 
empire, which must have most weighty 


consequences, not only for the troop* 
who went to China but also for those 
who stayed at home. An expedition 
of revenge so barbarous as this has 
never occurred in the last hundred 
years and not often in history; at 
least, nothing worse than this has hap- 
pened In history, either done by the 
Huns, by the Vandals, by Genghis 
Khan, by Tamerlane, or even by Tilly 
when he sacked Mngdebnrg." 


Atrocities In China. 


These atrocities in China or "Letters 


of the Huns" continued to be published 
In the Torwaerts for several years and 
appeared Intermittently In the debates 
of the relchstag as late as 1906. At 
that time the socialist, Herr Kunert, 
reviewing the procedure In a trial of 
which he had been the victim In the 
previous summer, stated that he had 
offered to prove "that Ger^aa soldiers 
in China had engaged In wanton nnd 
brutal ravaging; that plunder, plllnge, 
extortion, robbery, as well as rape and 
sexual abuses of the worst kind, had 
occurred on a very large scale and that 
German fioWiers bad cartlclcated in 


them." He had not been «lven on op- 
portunity to prove his allegations, but 
had been sentenced to prison for three 
months for assailing the honor of the 
"whole German army." 
The out- 


rugeousness of this sentence was made 
clear by the revelations, jrtnde In the 
relchstag shortly afterwards, of simi- 
lar atrocities committed by German 
officials and eoldlcrs In Africa la the 
campaign against the Hereros. 


For the guidance of the officers In 


case the Inhabitants of conquered ter- 
ritory should take up arms against the 
German 
army, the "German War 


Book" quotes with approval the letter 
•Napoleon cent to his brother Joseph: 


"The security of your dominion de- 


pends on how you behave In the con- 
quered province. Burn dowa e. dozen 
places which are not willing to sub- 
mit themselves. Of course, not until 
you hiivs flrR*- looted them: rav sol- 
diers must not be allowed to go away 
with their hands empty. Have three 
to six persons hanged in every village 
which has joined the revolt: pay no 
respect to tha cossack" (that is, to 
members of the clergy).
